Shipping Costs Delay Wheat Deal 
WASHINGTON I f — The government has cleared 
the way for sale of 1.2 million bushels of corn to Com­ 
munist Hungary. But the larger issue of wheat sales to 
the Soviet bloc remains confused.

Let The People Decide 
On Unified Districts 


The Marin County Committee on 


School District Organization this week 
is beginning public hearings on a pro­ 
posal to unify Tamalpais High School 
District with all the 11 el ement al > 
school districts within its boundaries. 
What is proposed is to make a single 


school district of what is now the Tam 
High District. One board of trustees and 
one administration would be in charge 
of all schools from k i n d e r g a r t e n 
through 12th grade in that area. There 
would be one budget, one tax rate. 
Plenty of people have objections to 


this plan. Plenty of others are for it At 
last they are going to have a chance to 
be heard in public hearings; and they 
may get a chance to vote on it 
This would seem to be about 10 years 


late. County committees on school dis­ 
trict organization were establ i shed 
throughout California in 1953. and 
charged to come up with plans for unify * 
ing school districts. I ndication along 
existing high school district lines, being 
the simplest plan, would- one nneht ex­ 
pect— be presented almost immediately. 
It wasn’t. But it may be at last. 
For the northeast part of the county. 


the committee is considering something 
different: Two districts, on lines pro­ 
posed by the consultant firm of Booz* 
Allen and Hamilton after a study. 
This calls for splitting the San Kafael 


High School District to make one unitied 
district of what are now San Rafael and 


Dixie Elementary School Districts, and 
another of the present Novato Unified 
I Mstrict plus San Jose E l e m e n t a r y 
School District. 


School boards in all the districts in* 


volved in thi> except Novato- the only 
unified district now existing in Marin— 
are finding a lot of things to o b j e c t 
about in the Booz-Allen and Hamilton 
report. They don’t, it appears, want the 
citizens to have their say at public hear­ 
ings and decide the issue at the polls. 
We think the school boards are a little 


outside their jurisdiction here. We have 
a feeling the people know pretty well 
what they want and wo u 1 d like the 
chance to vote on it -without any at­ 
tempt by school board members to in­ 
fluence the outcome. 
It’s always hard to give up an empire, 


even an all-work-and-no-pay empire. 
But the m u l t i p l i c i t y of overlapping 
school districts in California has no 
logical reason for existence. Something 
must be done about it. 
In 19 years, the county committees 


ha\en t been able to do much. The 
school boards haven’t helped. We think 
it s time 
well past time, in fact— to put 


some proposals to the people and let 
them decide by their votes. 
Maybe they’re ahead of their school 


boards. Maybe they’re ahead of the 
county committee. There’s one way to 
find out.

The taxation system in this 
state, leading senators and as­ 
semblymen hol d, is archaic 
in nature, and demands what 
may amount to a complete 
revision. 
This system, with the sales 
tax the primary source of in- 


c o i t i p for the state’s general 
fund, was originated some 30 
years ago. 


LIT T LE CHANGE has been 
effected except for the addi­ 
tion of a few new taxes, and 
increases in the levels of the 
income tax, the sales tax, and 
a series of other taxes im­ 
posed on the people to secure 
the funds necessary to fin­ 
ance the state’s operations. 
The senate and assembly 
will make separate studies of 
the tax problem, rather than 
combine the effort in a single 
study, which might be some­ 
what less expensive However, 
different 
philosophies 
con­ 
cerning taxation prevail in the 
tw’o houses, so a double study 
was inevitable when the “ re­ 
form" study was imposed. 
Tax studies of one kind or 
another have been made al­ 
most biennially since the cur­ 
rent system was effectuated, 
back in the 1930’s.

WASHINGTON — The cov- 
ert “ air arm” of the super-

Intelligence 
Agency is again flying high, 
wide, and out of the range of 
Soviet ground-to-air missiles 
— over Cuba. 
Undisputed 
command

all U. S. air surveillance of 
Cuba and along the borders 
of the Soviet Union has been 
turned over to CIA Director 
John McCone by the W’hite 
House. 
No hint of this significant 
development has been given 
the public or Congress by of­ 
ficials of the Kennedy ad­ 
ministration despite its jolt­ 
ing implications on U. S. se­ 
curity. 
The vital Cuban surveil­ 
lance mission, shared with 
the Air Force and Navy since 
last October’s missile crisis, 
is now being exclusively car­ 
ried out by the CIA’s “ sec­ 
ond-rate airforce,” as it is 
labeled by top Air Force gen­ 
erals. 


THIS P H A N T O M CIA 
force, which is far from ade­ 
quate to do the job, includes 
less than two dozen high­ 
flying 
U-2 
reconnaissance 
planes and about 12 “ flying 
p l a t f o r m s , ” 
sp e cially 
equipped long-range surveil­ 
lance planes. 
At present, CIA pilots are 
limited to less than a dozen 
high-level U-2 reconnaissance 
flights a month, with none 
passing directly over Cuba. 
Instead, the U-2s follow the 
Cuban coastline, staying over 
international waters and out 
of range of more than 600 
SA-2 missiles that ring the 
island.

IT IS reasonably well con 
ceded that study of the tax 
program could produce infor­ 
mation which might, if put 
to work, result not in any re­ 
duction of taxes, but in cut­ 
ting down the amounts which 
may be needed in the future. 
In other words, increases in 
taxes might be avoided. 
On the other hand, if the 
pattern of state spending fol­ 
lowed in the past is contin­ 
ued. and there appears to be 
no indication that it will be 
any different in the future, 
tax increases are inevitable.

When this point of no re­ 
turn is reached, only disaster 
with a complete breakdown 
in government can result.

making forum at Marin Gen­ 
eral Hospital. Ballots were in
